SHS FE Hereas the Inhabitants of both 
e PVations that live near to the 
Mountains, and in Dales and 
Pariſh and other obſcure places 
TAS upon the Boꝛders, having been 

long accuſtomed to Jdieneſs and Theft, 
whilelt the two Nations were under ſeveral 
Governments , and cannot be brought off 
from their old evill and accuſtomed manner 
of Living, by reaſon of the ſcituation of their 
Habitations and Dwellings near to the great 
Bogs and Mountains, and Large Waſte 
Gꝛounds between En gland andscotland, having 
thereby ſuch opportunity, not only at home to 
hide themſelves and their Pꝛey oꝛ Booties of 
ſtollen Goods, but alſo of Conveyance over 
the ſaid Bogs, Mountains and Large Waſtes 
out of the Nation where they commit theſe 
Felonies, into the other Nation, where their 
* and ſtollen Goods are often-times

ſheltered and received by perſons of their own 
bad Nuality and Confederacy, theſe Bozder- 
ing People of both Nations thus ſerving each 
other by turns, ſo as it is very hard to bring 
theſe People to be reſponſible to Juſtite, oꝛ to 
get them apprehended upon Juſtices War⸗ 
rants tobe bzought toTryal and Judgment. 
whereby they xemain much encouraged and 
emboldened to continue in that their baſe and 
looſe _ rn the — 
Inke an m 02der 
Tounttes of both Nations; Foz Remedy 
whereof, Be it Enacted by his Highnelſle the 
Lozd Pzotectoz and this pzeſent Parliament. 
and it is hereby Enacted and Oꝛdained, That 
as to all the Boꝛdering Counties and parts of 
England and Scotland, (viz.) The Counties of 
Northumberland, Cumberland, and We ſtmerland, 
$2 any parts oꝛ members ot them, any oꝛ either 
of them, and the parts and plates lying on 
the North ſide of the River of Lyne, commonly 
called and known by the names of Bedlingron- 
ſhire, Norhamſhire, ànd Iſlandſture, the Town and 
County of Newcaſtle upon Tyne, the Town of 
Berwick upon Tweed, and the Bounds thereof 
upon the Engliſh fide ; The Counties oꝛ S 
ffooms of Berwick, Roxbrough, Selkirk, Pebles, 
Wigton and Dumfrieze, upon the Scottiſh ſide - 
That it ſhall and may be lawful to and fox the 
reſpective Juſtices of Peace within any of the 
ſad reſpective Counties, Dhires and Sheritl⸗ 
doms, who alſo are hereby required, that once 
a Pear at leaſt, any two oz moze of them, 
(whereof one to be of the Quorum) do, and ſhall 
hold a pzivate Seſſions foꝛ the ends and pur⸗ 
poles hereafter ſpecified and declared, within

all and every relpectwe hundzed, Ward oz Lt- 
berty Within the reip:ctive Counties, Shircs 
and Sheriffdoms aforeſaid, whereof they 
ſhall give at i:alt Fourteen dapes warning to 
the Anhabitants of the time and place of their 
Sitting, by notice to every Partſh within the 
reſpective Ward, Hundzed oz Diviſion, and al- 
ſo Pꝛoclamatiou in the next Market-Townin 
open and full Market time, where at the place 
ſo appointed by them, they ſhall have power to 
call before them the Conſtables and Church⸗ 
wardens. oꝛ other Parochial Officer oz Offi- 
cers, to give in upon Oath a perfect Liſt of 
the Names ot all ſuch perſons within the le ve⸗ 
ral and reſpective Pariſhes of the ſald Coun⸗ 
ties, Shires o2 Sheriffdoms, as itve tdely,and 
can give no good accompt how they maintain 
theinſelves, oꝛ that are of bad fame, and not 
Having any viſible Eſtate, real oz perſonal, to 
the value of Dne hundred Pounds Sterling 
Money, Which may render him oz them re- 
ſponſible ; all which perſons the ſaid Church- 
wardens and Conſtables, oꝛ other Officer and 
Dfficers aforeſaid, hall alſo upon Warrant 
from any of the ſaid Puſtices, ſummon to ap- 
pear before them the ſaid Juſtices at the time 
and place by them appointed, and to bring 
with them, and every of them, two ſufficient 
Dureties, each to be bound to his Highneſſe 
the Lozd Pꝛotectoꝛ of the CommonWealth of 
England, *cotland, and Ireland, and His Sutceſ⸗ 
ſoꝛs, in a Recogni3ance, not exceeding the ſum 
of Fifty pounds foꝛ each Surety, noꝛ the ſum 
of Due hundred pounds fo: the principal Per- 
ſon thus to be ſecured, noꝛ under Ten pounds 
foʒ each Surety, noꝛ _ Twenty *

fo2 the perſon to be ſecured that he ſhall be of 
good behaviour, andupon any occaſion ſo re- 
quiring, he will and ſhall from time to time 
make his perſonal Appearance within Four⸗ 
teen days after the delivery of the Warrant of 
any Juſtice of Peace foꝛ that County, either 
to Himſelf, oz to either of his Sureties, requi⸗ 
ring him oz them to anſwer to any Lreaſons, 
Murders, Nobberies, Felonies oz other Mil⸗ 
demeanoꝛs whatſoever ; All which Recognt- 
zZances the ſaid Juſtices of Peace in their re⸗ 
ſpective Counties, Shires and Sheriffdoms, 
are hereby authorized to take the Acknow- 
ledgement of, andin caſe of Forfeiture,return 
the ſame into the Publick Exchequer at Welt- 
minſter og Edinburgh reſpectively ; And in caſe 
any ſuch perſon oz perſons cannot, oz ſhall not 
finde ſuch Security, That then the ſaid Ju⸗ 
ſtices are hereby authortzed and required to 
commit him oꝛ them to the Common-Goal 
koꝛ the ſaid County, Shire, oz Sheriffdom, 
there to remain without Bail until the next 
Muarter-Seſſions foz the Peace, where they 
the Puſtices of Peace foz the ſaid reſpective 
Counties, Shires oz Sheriffdoms, are here⸗ 
by authorized and required, and impowered 
by Oꝛder of Court, to continue him oꝛ them 
in Pꝛiſon, oꝛ commit him oꝛ them to the Houle 
of Correction, until ſuch time as he oz they 
ſhall procure ſuch Security as beforeſaid, c2 
otherwiſe to tranſport him oꝛ them to ſome of 
the Plantations in America, belonging to this 
Commonwealth, not to return foꝛ ſeven years 
without Licence from his Highneſſe the Toꝛd 
Pꝛotectoꝛ oz his Sucteſſoꝛs, under the penalty 
of Felony: And in caſe any ſuch perſon _ 


ſons make deckung appear at the time and 
place appointed, having lawful Warning at- 
ven as betoꝛelam, and che ſane teſtified upon 
Dath, That then the ſatd Juſtices of Peace 
(hall,and are hereby authorized, required and 
impowered to proceed againſt him oꝛ them as 
beforeſaid, Whenloever He oz they ſhall be 

found and apprehended, | 
And be it hereby further Enacted, That 
the laid Juſtices of the Peace ſhall at the next 
Seſſions fo; the Peace ( after the taking of 
ſuch Recogmzance ) deliver all and every of 
them to the Clerk of the Peace foz the ſaid 
County, Shire oz Sheriffdom, who is hereby 
required to file up the ſame upon a File, and 
the ſame ſafely keep; And that the ſaid Ju⸗ 
ſtices Clerk ſhall not take above Three ſhil- 
lings fo: any ſuch Recognizance foꝛ any one 
perſon, whereof the one Moiety foz them- 
ſelves, the other Motety foꝛ the Clerk of the 
Peace foz filing and keeping the ſame ; And 
that the reſpective Clerks of the Peace (hall 
not take above Sir pence foꝛ the Search and 
a Note of any perſons Mame, and the Names 
of his Sureties, of any that thall require the 
fame ; noꝛ that any ſuch perſon oꝛ perſons (to 
be bound by Recogntzance as befozeſatd) (hall 
be put to the trouble oꝛ charge of Renewing 
his oꝛ their Recognizance oz Recognizances, 
but the ſame to continue of force during thetr 
Lives, except incaſe of Death of any Surety 
02 Sureties, oꝛ their declaring their unwil⸗ 
lingneſs to ſtand longer bound, except the Ju⸗ 
ſtices of Peace foꝛ the reſpective Counties in 
open Seſſions of the Peace,oz Commiſſioners 
of Oyer and Terminer at their General Goal-

Delivery, the Judges of Alltze, oz Judges 
in Criminal Cauſes in their reſpective Cir⸗ 
cuits, oꝛ ſome of them, ſhall finde juſt cauſe to 
releaſe ſuch Recognizance oz Recognizances : 
Fo2 which end ali and every of the ſatdRecog- 
nizances ſhall be called once every year oꝛ oft- 
ner (if occaſion ſhall require) at the reſpective 
private Seſſions foꝛ every County, Hundred, 
Ward, and Liberty oz Diviſion, within any of 
the ſaid reſpective Counties, Shires and She- 
riffooms,and the perſons bound to make their 
perſonal appearance, cht Clerk oz Cryer not 
— above Four pence fo: calling any one

Aud be it hereby further Enacted by the 
Authority aforeſaid, That if at any time oz 
times hereafter, any perſon oz perſohs ſhall 
commit any offence oz offences within the Na- 
tion of Scotland, which by the Laws of the 
Nation of England is, are, oz ſhall be declared 
oꝛ adjudged to be Petty:Treaſon, Murther, 
Mar-llaughter. Felomions burning of Honles 
and Corn, Burglary, Robbing of Houſes by 
day, BRobberp, Theft, oz Rape, and do, and 
(hall flie oz eſcape into the Nation of England, 
and be, oꝛ ſhall be apprehended within any of 
the ſaid Counties of Northumberland, Cumber- 
land, Weſtmerland, bz any parts oꝛ members of 
the ſame, oz within the parts oꝛ places lying 
on the North ſide of the River of Tyne, com- 
monly called oꝛ known by the names of Bed- 
lngton- ſhire, Norcham-ſhire, and Iſland- ſſire, the 
Lown and County of Newcaſtle upon Tyne, 
and the Town of Berwick upon Tweed, with 
the Bounds and Limits thereof, That then 
it ſhall and may be lawful foz the June 
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Allize, 02 any one of them in abſence of the 
other, the Juſtices of Goal-Delivery at their 
Goal-Delivery , 92 any four of them, oz the 
Juſtices of Peace in their General oz Quar- 
ter⸗Seſſions, oꝛ any four of them, upon due 
and mature Examination of the ſaid Offence 
and Offences in open Seſſions, and pregnant 
Proofs of the ſame, by Warrant under their 
Hands and Seals, to remand and ſend all and 
every ſuch Dffender and Offenders into the 
Nation of Scotland, there to receive their Try- 
al fo: any theOffences atoꝛeſaid by them there 
committed, 

And it is hereby further Enacted, That if 
at any time oz times hereafter any perſon o: 
perſons ſhall commit anyOffence oz Offences 
within the Nation of England, which by che 
Laws of the Nation of Scotland ig, oz (hall 
be declared oz adjudged to be Petty⸗Treaſon, 

Murder, Man⸗ laughter, Felonious burn⸗ 
ing ofHouſes and Corn, Burglary, Robbing 
of Houſes by day, Robbery, Thefe, oz Rape 
and do 02 ſhall flie oz eſcape into the Nation o 
Scotland, and be, oꝛ ſhall be apprehended with⸗ 
in any of the ſatd Counties oz Sheriffdoms of 
Berwick, Roxburgh, Selkirk, Pebles, Dumfreeze 0 
Wigton, That then it ſhalland may be lawful 
fo: the Judges in Criminal Cauſes, oz any 
one of them, the Juſtices of Peace foz ff 
reſpective Shtres oz Sherifkdoms, oꝛ atty 


four of them, upon due and mature Examt⸗ 
nation of the ſatv Offente and Off2nces in 
open Seffions , and pregnaut Pꝛoofs of the 
fame, by Warrant under their Hands. and

And foꝛ the better and more effectual Diſco⸗ 
very and Pzoſecution of Thieves and High- 
way Men, Be it Enacted by the Authority 
afozeſaid , That ſuchperſon oꝛ perſons who 
ſhall at any time from and after the Four and 
twentieth ol July, One thouſand ſix hundred 
fifty ſeven, diſcover to any Juſtice of Peace oꝛ 
any other Officer of Juſtice, any perſon that 
hath committed, o2 ſhall commit within Eng⸗ 
land, Scotland, oz Ireland, any: Robbery on the 
High-way oz Burglary , 02 that hath oz ſhall 
felonioufly bzeak open any Dwelling⸗houle, oꝛ 
felontoufly enter into any ſuch Houle, oz there 
ule any violence upon any perſon, oꝛ ſteal any 
Money oz Goods, and ſhall appꝛehend oꝛ cauſe 
to be apprehended ſuch Offender, upon Con⸗ 
viction of ſuch nder ſo apprehendedupon 
ſuch Diſcovery, chall have a Reward of Ten 
pounds fo: every ſuch Offender lo apprehend- 
ed, and convicted ; And all andevery Sheriff 
and Sheriffs of the reſpective Counties 02 
Sheriffdoms where ſuch Conviction ſhall be 
had, be required upon the Certificate of the 
Judge, oz under the Hands of two oz more 
Pultices of the Peace before whom ſuch Con- 
viction ſhall be had, to pay unto ſuch perſon oꝛ 
perſons who ſhall diſcover and apprehend ſuch 
Offender, oꝛ upon whoſe Diſcovery ſuchDt- 
fender ſhall beappzehended.the Rewardafoze- 
laid of Ten pounds foz every Offender lo ap⸗

upon the Boꝛders of England and Scotland, oz 
any Tories tn lreland) who upon ſuch Diſcovery 
ſhall be apprehended and convicted of am 
Common-Felony (Petty-Larcenp W 
cepted ) ſhall, upon the ſaid Conviction, __ 
the line encouragement of Ten pounds; And 
all Sheriffs of the refpective Counties where 
the Fact (hall be committed, and the party 


convicted, ſhall make payment thereof ac-
